In the last year we have added to the ter- 
ritory of the United States the territory of 
Hawallan Islands, one of the gems of the 
Pacific Ocean, containing 6,724 square miles;

Guam, containing fifty square miles, and the 
Philippine archipelago, embracing approx!i- 
mately 148,000 square miles. This latest ac- 
quisition is about one-sixth the size of the 
original thirteen States. It is larger than 
the combined area of New Jersey, Delaware, 
Maryland, Virginia, North Carolina, South 
Carolina, and the District of Columbia. It 
exceeds in area all of the New England 
States. It is almost as large as Washington 
and Oregon combined, and greater than Ohio, 
Indiana, and Uno united.

It was twenty-eight years ago this week 
that Jester, charged with the murder of the 
18-year-old boy, Gilbert Gates, brother of 
John W. Gates of Chicago, was hurriedly 
transferred from the Paris to the Mexico 
jail to escape mob violence, and Sheriff Clark 
fears tonight that this generation will take 
up the application of lynch Jaw where the 
last one was thwarted. 

The sympathy of the community for the 
aged and feeble Jester, who for nearly thirty 
years is said to have lived an upright life as 
a preacher of the New Light faith, disap- 
peared this afternoon in a moment. Thomas 
Rutledge, a tottering octogenarian, who had 
not seen the defendant since the 708, sought 
out his face in the group before the witness 
stand and positively identified him as the 
man behind whose wagon he had found the 
pool of blood on Jan. 25,1871. His daughter, 
Mrs. Ephraim Clark, will testify tomorrow 
that on the same day she saw the body of a 
young man in the wagon as Jester passed the 
Rutledge farm. 


| Give Jester a Bad Name. 


Jester’s lease on liberty was further weak- 
ened by the arrival of his former Indiana 
neighbor, B. F. Koons, who will testify. 
tomorrow. Mr. Koons asserts that Jester’s 
reputation is notorious.

Thomas Rutledge told the jury that he saw 
Jester driving a covered wagon and leading 
another team and wagon past his place in 
Giddings wood, Jan. 25, 1871. His attention 
was attracted owing to the fact that wagons 
seldom passed through that out-of-the-way 
place, and by the appearance of a buffalo 
ealf in the second wagon. That calf be- 
came the means by which the father of the 
murdered boy tracked Jester through four 
States, and at last captured him.

Maxim on Boer Artillery.

“The Americans have not forgotten and 
I believe they will not forget the attitude 
which this country, almost alone among 
the nations, assumed towards them recently 
when they were enduring times of crisis 
and emergency similar to those which seem 
now before us. The sympathy shown in 
those hours of danger and need engendered 
a warmth of gratitude and, I might say also, 
a tenderness of sentiment which is no less 
genuine and strong between the nations than 
between individuals.

Washington, D. C., Oct. 12.—Up to this

ments, mostly written in Hebrew, which 
upon their return they submitted to the in- 
spection of Professor Schechter, the Hebrew 
Scholar at Cambridge. One of the frag- 
ments he identified as a Hebrew version 
of Ecclesiasticus. Encouraged by his suc- 
cess, Dr. Nebauera the curator of the Cairo 
synagogue, made search Tor further por- 
tions and found nine leaves immediately 
following the lLewis-Gibson fragment. 
Further scraps were found by Professor 
Schechter in the British Museum. Up to 
the present more than three-fifths of the 
Hebrew text of Ecclesiasticus have been 
recovered. Professor Schechter has also 
discovered there is a list of quotations from 
the Bible in these fragments extending over 
the. whole of the biblical books with the 
sole exception of the Book of Daniel. 
Joseph Jacobs, an Oriental scholar, in an 
article in the Fortnightly Review, says the 
discovery seems destined to throw light 
“upon the fixation of the old Testament 
canon, upon the development of Hebrew 
between the old Testament and the Talmud, 
upon the theology.of the Sadducees, while 
incidentally it will give pause to those who 
have so confidently attempted to revise ache 
Hebrew text of the old Testament from the 
Septuagint version, as well as to those higher 
critics who have been so positive about dat- 
ing separate psalms. in short, it will do 
much towards filling up the blank pages be- 
tween the old and new Testaments.“

„ holdings ot leased convicts to Jim Eng- 
lish at a handsome profit. What sum he got 
for this “fine bunch of fifty able-bodied 
men” the Telegraph is unable to state, but 
we are assured it was a good price, and con- 
victs of all kinds are in strong demand.” 
These men have been put to work in the 
Durham coal mines, where there are now 
800 convicts, and more are wanted if they 
‘ean be had.“ While Mr. Smith has sold out 
his State convicts, he continues to work his 
misdemeanor convicts, which he hires from 
the Oglethorpe County:Commissioners at re- 
duced rates on account of their short terms. 
He has about a hundred of thesé and wants 
as many more on his plantation. The 
activity in coal, iron, and lumber has caused 
an unusual demand for this class of labor, 
and the present system of leasing the con- 
Vviots seems to be generally successful.

lessees were paying only $11 a head per an- 
num for convicts, but when the latest bids . 


were opened few of the convicts brought 
lees than $100.

A RACE WAR IN SOUTH AFRICA. 
When President Kruger says in his dis- 
patch to Tun Trisune that war will be 


the fitting end of British force and fraud in 


south Africa” the wish is father of the 
thought. It is an overstatement of the 
situation. It is always difficult to foretell 
the outcome of a war, but it cannot rea- 
sonably be expected that the conclusion of 
the Transvaal war will be adverse to the 
British. The action of the Boer govern- 
ment in provoking immediate hostilities 


only goes to show that the Boers believe 


that for the time being they are in a posi- 


tion to offer effective resistance. Whether 


or not they will be able to do so permanently 
time will show. If the Transvaal errs in 


other things as it did in its ill-advised ulti- 


matum it may soon defeat itself. 

President Kruger goes on to say in his 
telegram that the war will either make 
“south Africa free or make it the white 
man’s grave.” What does he mean by this 
bloodthirsty statement? The natural in- 
terpretation which everybody will put upon 
his reference to the white man’s grave 
is that he means to call in the savage 
blacks to rise against the whites if he sees 
the Boers are being overpowered. Does he 
mean to bring about a state of affairs like 
that in Haytia century ago, when there was 
a contest between the whites and mulattoes, 
and when the black slaves drenched the 
island in blood? The proportion of blacks 
to whites in south Afriea is twelve to one. 
This sentence of President Kruger is the 
first intimation that the natives may be 
incited to rise and massacre white settlers. 
Coming from the head of the South African 
tg it deserves particular considera- 

on. 

Such action as President Kruger hints at 
would find no sympathy or extenuation 
among white men in the United States or 
elsewhere. No exigency of war could make 
it excusable. Americans have been sympa- 
thizing With the Transvaal. The Boers 
have the sympathy of everybody. outside of 
Great Britain. But nobody wants them to 
conquer at the Expense of civilization. The 
interests at stake do not warrant turning 


back the hands of the dial of time. 


When President Kruger says it is not a 
case of Boer against outlander, but of all 
nations against the English, his words are 
confirmed by facts. Dispatches say that 
almost all the non-Boer residents of the 
Transvaal have taken sides against the 
British. The exceptions are mine-awners 


or the dependents of the British mining 


companies. John Hays Hammond, the 
American who recently came out in an in- 
terview against the Boers, is an engineer

BRYAN’S PHILIPPINE POLICY. 

This is Bryan’s latest deliverance con- 
cerning the Philippines: “I do not favor 
the withdrawal of our troops. What I do 
believe is| that we should at once declare 
our purpose in unequivocal terms—so posi- 
tive that the Filipinos cannot doubt it—to 
grant them full and complete independence 
the moment they have established a stable 
government.“ | 


This definition by Mr. Bryan of his policy’ 


suggests a few inquiries. To how many 
tribes or tribal leaders shall this declaration 
of purpose be addressed, and how many 
stable governments must thére be estab- 
lished in the Philippines? There are many 
islands, inhabited by unfriendly tribes, 
speaking different languages, What 
Aguinaldo calls his government is recog- 
nized only by Tagals, who compose a quar- 
ter of the population of one island—that of 
Luzon, Aguinaldo cannot, except by force 
of arms, establish his government in other 
islands. Shall the inhabitants of those 
other islands be invited to establish stable 
governments, and shall the same invitation 
be extenjled to the non-Tagal tribes of 
Luzon? That will not suit Aguinaldo. 
to be sole master, in Luzon at 
least, regardless of the “consent of the 


city, and its white inhabitants want to be 
governed by the United States. They fear, 
with reason, that the withdrawal of the 
American forces would be followed, no mat- 
ter what promises of good government 
Aguinaldo might make, by the looting of 
the city by his semi-barbarians. The aban- 
donment of Manila would be the blotting 
out of a great commercial city. Either the 
United States must remain in Manila or be- 
fore withdrawing it must ask some other 
nation to become the protector of that civ- 
jlized eity against the foes at the gate. Mr. 
Bryan need not expect peace with Aguinal- 
do so long as Manila is not given up to him. 
He covets it more than he does the rest 
of Luzon, 


Mr. Bryan proceeds on the assumption 
that the Tagals under Aguinaldo have an 


indefensible title to the Philippine Islands. 
They have not. Their title is no better 
than was that of the Cheyennes, Com- 
anches, ahd Pawnees to the Louisiana Ter- 
ritory when the United States bought it. 
The title to the Philippine Islands is in the 
United States. It is as good a title as that 
of England to Australia, India, or Canada. 
Many will consider it better than that of 
Germany to Alsace, or Italy to the states 
of the chhreh. Spain discovered the Phil- 
ippines, made settlements there, bestowed 
on the rude clouted Malay pirates and 
cannibals what degree of civilization they 
have, and then sold the islands to this coun- 
try. Yet Mr. Bryan pretends to believe 
that Aguinaldo has the better title. He 
cannot prove that before an American jury.

Immigrants suffering with these diseases 
have been under treatment at the hospitals 
in New York for more than a year, and it 
has developed that their maladies are not 
only incurable, but contagious, and other 
® immigrants coming on the same ships with 
those infected are likely to contract disease. 
It was the intention of the Commissioner of 
Immigration to bring suit against the steam- 
ship companies which brought these immi- 
grant to this country for violating the laws. 
The matter was brought before the Attorney 
General, who held that the law did not go 
far enough to apply to these cases, as the 
immigrants did not land in the fuil meaning 
of the term, not having left Ellis Island. In 
view of this ruling the Commissioner of Im- 
migration will recommend to Congress legis- 
lation which will make the steamship com- 
panies subject to a heavy fine for bringing 
immigrants to this country who would not 
be admitted if the same examination is 
made at the port of embarkation as is made 
on this side of the water.

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ON ASSESSMENT PLAN 


BOARD OF REVIEW DECIDES 
AGAINST HORIZONTAL INCREASE. 


Some Realty Within Unten Loop and 
im Other Districts Proposed for Fiat 
‘Raise Valued High Enough Now— 
Revisers Finish Their Work Today 

 —Proespects of Bitter Controversies 
Between the Two Tax Bodrds—State 
Commission to Meet Regularly. 


The Board of Review has d the 
plan of making large horizontal increases 
on the assessments spread by the Board 
of Assessors on real estate lying within 
the Union Elevated railroad loop, in the 
Lake Shore drive district, and in the Town 
of Hyde Park. Final action will be taken 
at the executive session of the board today, 
| when the task of revisi.n will be brought 
to a close. The determination to forego 
heavy horizontal] advances was reached last 
night, this decision being made because. of 
the belief that many persons now listed to_ 
pay taxes on proper valyations would suffer 
injustice through a gefieral increase. 

The executive session, aside from bring- 
ing final results in this matter, will settle 
only the personalty assessments to be placed 
against the property of steam railroads 
taxable by the local authorities. No figures 
as to the total amount upon which taxes 
will be levied as the result of the work of 
the revising body will be available until 
the clerieal force completes the extending 
of the assessments on the warrant books, 
which will require t weeks more. 

John J. McKenna, member of the State 
Board of Equaligation, prodded the review- 
ers during the day on behalf of the State 
body. Cook County‘s tax totals, however, 
will not reach the equalizers until Nov. 1. 
In the meantime the State board will meet 
at Springfield each Tuesday and adjourn 
until results are secured from this end of 
the State. 


Trouble Between Boards Likely. 

The levying of the present year’s assess- 
ments promises to end with trouble between 
members of the Board of Review and the 
Assessors. The latter asserted that they 
would make careful investigation of every | 
case where the reviewers had altered fig- 
ures on individual holdings of realty without 
making corresponding changes in the values 
entered against adjoining lands and improve- 
ments. President Upham of the Revising 
board admits that many individual advances 
or decreases on the Assessors’ returns have 
been booked. : | 

“If we had more time we would make 
further additions to this list,” said Mr.. 
Upham. ‘“ The realty assessment made by 
the Board of Assessors is rotten in many dis- 
tricts of the city.“ : 


Question Street Railway Figures. 

The members of the assessing board are 
asking why the valuations placed on the 
personalty of the three big surface lines of 
the city were lowered $1,000,000 by the re- 
visers.
